Wasnuixnaton, September 4.—[Special.]— 
The republican senators on the finance com- 
mittee are holding all day sessions on the 
tariff bill, but they are already hedging on tho 
date of the report. 

It is not likely that the bill can be ready on 


- Tuesday week, September 11, which is the 


regular meéting day of the finance committee, 


but the republicans say that they may be able — 


to present it the latter part ofthat week. It 
will be presented to the finance comniittee, 
notto the senate, and thie will be the first 
knowledge the democrati#e senators will have 
of it. 

Senator Beck said today that he did not see 
how the bill comkd get out of the finance com- 
inittee before the first of October. The demo- 
cratic senators will want to examine and report 
upon it. The democrats will ask the 
republicans to state the principles upon which 
the measure was prepared, what industries it 
affected and what effect it would huve upon 
the revenue, The democrats on the committee 
will aiso endeavor, as far as possible, to have 
the provisions of the Mills bill substituted for 
those of the senate bill. If these things are 
done the bill cannot be reported to the senate 
before October 1, and the probability is that it 
will be later. 

Senator Allison still adheres to the resolu- 
tion made at the outset to pass a tariff. bill. It 
is, however, not probable that his resolution 
will be carried out. It will probably be for 
some weeks even before it reaches the senate, 
which means that congress will remain in ses- 
gion until the November election. ‘ 
DEMOCRACY IN NEW JERSEY AND NEW YORK. 

Representative Breckinridge, of Kentucky, 
who entered into a joint debate with Repre- 
sentative Butterworth in Newark, N. J., 
yesterday, returned today with the most favor- 
able reports of the democratic chances in that 
state. Hesays Cleveland and Thurman will 
carry the state by a very large majority. 

A member who has just returned from New 
York says that funds are very slow in going 
into republican headquarters there, and the 
party leaders are becoming alarmed. The 
manufacturers who have been called upon for 
large sums have absolutely refused to sign their 
checks for a dollar until they can see what the 
republican tariff bill will contain. They will 
take no statement of what the party leaders 
say it will contain, but have stated emphati- 
cally that until the bill is réported and they can 
examine it and become satisfied, they will not 
contribute a cent. : 

The funds for the republican campaign ex- 
penses now depend largely upon the long- 
looked-for tariff bill, and the party is indeed in 
a dilemma. 

CAMPAIGN LEGISLATION. 

The bill to suppress trusts, introduced by 
Senator Cullom today, proposes the seizure and 
forfeiture of al) shares of stock and all property 
used in the furtherance of the purposes of a 
trust. : 

Another new feature is the provision of the 
last section, that in any action at law or suitin 
equity inthe United States courts, the fact 
that any person interested in the prosecution 
of the case is a member or agent of a trust, or 
that the cause of the action grows out of some 
transaction of a trust, may be pleaded in bar 
or in abatement. | 

Representatives of the Farmers’ Alliance 
were again before the ways and means com nit- 
tee today in regard to the bagging trust. The 
leading members of the committee who were 
present this morning expressed to them a fear 
that no special relief can be given them from 
the trust this session, for while they think it 
probable a bill can be gotten through the 
house, they are afraid the senate will refuse to 
pass it.

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COTTON SHEETING WILL DO. 


Liverpool Merchants Interviewed on the 
Subject of Bagging. 

Wasnincton, September 4.—[Special.]— 
Representative Elliott, of South Carolina, 
who has deeply interested himself in de- 
Vising some means for the relief of the farmers 
from thecotton bagging trust, yesterday had 
the state department wire Mr. Russell, the 
United States consul at-Liverpool, to ascertain 


.if cotton sheeting would be acceptable as a 


substute for jute bagging for baling cotton. 
Mr. Russell replied today: 
“Interviewed leading merchants, Their prejudice 
svors jute bagging, however, as a covering lawful 
and acceptable, the merchants suggest cotton shect- 
ing as a substitute.” 

Mr. J. L. Rives, acting secretary of the 
state, writes to Colonel Elliott inclosing the 
telecram: 3 

“It would appear, therefore, that there is no 
rule of the trade in Liverpool, which prohibits 
the covermg of cotton bales with material 
Other than the ordinary jute bagging.” 

An Important Discovery. 

Cortumpia, 8. C., September 4.—[Special.]— 
Captain J. A. Peterkin, a large cotton planter 
of Forte Molte, near this city, has solved the 
problem that has been agitating cotton plant- 
ers since the formation of the jute trust. 

He has ordered extensive machinery for the 
purpose of making wood bagging for cotton to 
take the place of jute. The bagging can be 
made of sweet gum, elm, orany swamp wood, 
and will be of veneer one-eighth of an inch 
thick. 

When this is used, the cotton will be thor- 
oughly boxed and not liable to catch fire. The 
stulf can be taken green from the log and will 
not injure the cotton. He will be able to make 
200,000 feet a day, and furnish it at five cents 
per yard. 

He predicts that in a short .time everybody 
who owns a gin will be able to rip out his own 
Vagging at a small cost.

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THE FIRST GUNS 


Fired in the Battles of 1888—The Elections 
; Yesterday. 

Bourwumctorn, Vt., September 4.—The 
weather was fine all over the state. Reports 
from the country towns point to the largest 
vote ever cast in the state, and Dillingham and 
Woodbury will probably have over 26,000 ma- 
jority. Scattering returns received indicate a 
considerable increase in the republican mia- 
jority. 

Returns are coming in very slowly, but re- 
ports from different counties indicate a mia- 
jority of 26,000 for Dillingbam, for governor, 
over Shurtliff and Teely, although some repub- 
licans claim as high as 28,000. The republican 
majority for governor in 1884 was 21,609, andin 
1886 19,200. Congressmen Stewart and Grant 
are re-elected by handsomely increased major- 
ities. The republicans gain the state senator in 
Franklin county, making the state senate so!- 
idiy republican.. There are also republican 
gains in the house. Returns from different 
counties show republican gains of from 1,000 
to 4,000, and although somegpwns show'an in- 
creased prohibition vote, there are indications 
ss in the state, owing to the fact that 
Hon. W. P. Dillingham is astrong advocate 
of temperance principles. 

Democrats Carry Arkansas. 

WasHiInGcton, September 4.— A dispatch 
from Little Recks:ys: The election for state arid 
county officers and members of the legislature 
yesterday, appears to have passed off quietly 
so far as known, although excitementran high 
and outbreaks at various localities were ex- 
ected. An unusuaily large vote was polled. 

‘ull returns from all the counties in the state 
will not be received for some days, owing toa 
lack of railway and telegraphic communica- 
tion with.the interior. Increased democratic 
majorities are reported from Bradley, Clarke, 
Clay, Drew, Faulkner, Greene, Independence, 
Lee, Pope and Sebaston counties. Wheeler 
and republican gains are claimed in Nevada, 
Hemstead, Conway, Phillips, . Jefferson, 
Chicot and Desha .counties. A numbér of 
Wheelers have been elected to the legislature. 
The demozratic state ticket is elected, as esti- 
mated at democratic headquariers, by a ma- 
jority rangipg from 20,000 to 50,000. The re- 
sult in this TPulaski) county is in doubt, with 
the chances in favor of the local democratic 
ticket. The proposition for a constitutional 
convention is defeated. 

Republican Split in Virginia. 

Norroik, Va., September 4.—]Special.]— 
The republican congressional convention of 
this (the second) district was held here today. 
As was expected, George E. Bowden, the 
present representative, was nominated | by 
acclamation as a candidate for congress. 

The main issue was centered in. the appoint- 
ment of a presidential elector from this dis- 
trict, the contest being between George A. 
Martin, who was elected by the Mahone fac- 
tion of the republican state convention held in 
Petersburg last May, and General V. D. 
Groner, who was appointed to that place by 
the bolting or Wise wing of the party. After 
an exciting contest in the convention, which 
lasted several hours, it was decided by a vote 
of 484 to 424 to select Martin, the Mahone 
elector. 

This result was a surprise, as it was expected 
that General Groner would be disposed of in 
short order, and the strength developed by the 
Wise wing of the party represented by him 
causes soine apprehension among the leaders 
that it bodes no good forthe harmony in the 
rauks of the party in this district. 

After the adjournment of the convention 
tonight Groner’s supporters in the convention 
and the contesting delegates who had been re- 
fused admission by the regular organization, 
forty-six in number. held a-meetiig and in- 
dorsed General Groner as elector; and nomi- 
nated: Sandy Williams, colored, sheriff of 
Elizabeth City, for congress, in opposition to 
Bowden.

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BLAINE ON PROHIBITION. 


The Real Leader Talks of Temperance and 
the Third Party. 

FARMINGTON, Me., September 4.—James G, 
Blaine addressed an audience of 4,000 people 
here today. Alluding to prohibition, he said: 
‘*Maine for the last thirty-seven years has been 
under a prohibitorylaw. I think the state 
has derived greatadvantages from it. I think 
the state is far richer and far better and that 
Franklin county is far richer and better. But 
ve have a party now coming and telling us in 
effect that Maine had better not pay 
any attention to prohibition; we can 
organize a national party and 
we can suspend temperance in Maine practi- 
cally until we convert Texas and Alabama. 
That is precisely what this national prohibition 
party means; for those who talk frankly avow 
that they intend todefeat the republican party 
aud bring the democratic party in power as 
temperance flaughter}]; going to take the 
democratic party in Maine to promote temper- 
ance. This prohibition party outside of prohi- 
bition is entering into a partnership with the 
democrats to defeat the republicans. If that 
were possible in Maine, to elect that saintly 
embodiment of prohibition and temperance 
David B. Hill, governor of New York, and all 
over the country, to stab the republican party 
in the back and in the dark, in order,they say, 
that the democratic party shall be brought into 
power, and then there will be. a reaction 
against the democrats and by some political 
process, of which the working is not yet appa- 
rent,the national prohibitionists will come into 
power. Fellow citizens, the republicans of 
Maine have worked many yearsin the aid of 
temperance reform and will not turn back from 
the good cause. But our immediate work this 
year is to defend the system of pene and 
insure good wages to American laborers.”’

| CHIPMAN’S EPIGRAM 


Is the Leading Feature of the Re- 
taliation Debate. 


THE QUESTION FULLY DISCUSSED, 


And From Different Standpointa—Mr. Mc= 
Creary Shows Why the Power Should 
be Given the President. 


Waswincton, September 4,—{Special.}— 
The priucipal feature of the house today was 
the debate on the retaliation bill, which was 
the spécial order. 

Mr. Belmont, of New York, chairman of the 
committee on foreign affairs, opened the debate 
by recalling the fact that he had introduced a 
bill last year similar to that under considera- 
tion. He approved the terms of the pending 
measure and recominended its passage. 

Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, said that the 
message of the president sent to congress on 
August 23d, 1888, placed the administration in 
a firm and courageous attitude on the fisheries 
controversy with Great Britain. It was digni- 
fied, resolute and courageous and presented a 
course of action for our government which was 
worthy of the approval and support of the 
American people. While it might have caused 
some persons to sulk like Achilles, and others 
to indulge in abuse, the general sentiment was 
that the president should be upheld in his ef- 
fort to 

MAINTAIN THE HONOR OF THE COUNTRY 
and rights and dignity of her citizens. 

This message and the tariff message of Pres- 
ident Cleveland should be recorded together 
in history. One sought to reduce the taxes 
and lighten the burden of the people, while 
the other sought to maintain the rights and 
dignity of the American citizen; and beth 
would be remembered forever. Prompted by 
patriotic purposes, and an earnest desire to 
settle all disputed questions, the president 
opened negotiations and concluded a treaty 
with Great Britain and submitted it to the 
United States senate for ratification. That 
was the proper course—the course which in- 
telligent and enlightened opinion sustained. 
If the president had resorted to retaliatory 
measures without any attempt to make a 
treaty, there were those who would have crit- 
icised him, and perhaps censured him. A 
treaty carefully prepared by able and conscien- 
tious gentlemen, was rejected by an unani- 
mous yote of the republican s¢enaiors 
without an effort to recast or amend it. While 
the motives which prompted this action might 
not be understood, it was equivalent to giving 
notice to the president and the country that 
no treaty which could be negotiated in regard 
to the Canadian troubles would be deemed 
satisfactory by the republican senate—that the 
time for negotiation was over and that the 
time for retaliation had come. There was 
nothing left for the president now but retalia- 
tion.” 

At some length Mr. McCreary described the 
motive of the various treaties and told of the 
causes which had led to their negotiation and 
revocation. He also touched upon

show that aiticle twenty-nine of the treaty of 
W ashington—which, it was assserted by some 
persons, was in. conflict with proposed legisia- 
tion—was not in force. Congress should not 
forget our obligation to a hundred thousand 
men epgaged in fisheries, a number sufficient 
to ensure interest in their welfare. 

“Our legislation,’? he continued, “should 
prove that we are in earnest. The billis nota 
war measure; it isa peace measure. When it 
becomes'a Jaw I hope that the usual wisdom 
of the Canadian and English governments will 
manifest itself, and that existing difficulties 
will be easily adjusted. But let the result be 
what it may, the president will be supported 
by the people of the United States without re- 
gard to party. There will be no division on 
sectional! lines, but men of the south and men 
of the north will stand shoulder to shoulder in 
a solid phalanx to defend American rights and 
American honor.’’ [Applause.] 

OPPOSES THE BILL. 

Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, next addressed the 
house, and commented upon the fact that the 
président’s fisheries message had been received 
with partisan applause, and that one demo- 
cratic member had declared that it was a good 
campaign document. He was not willing to 
accept the proposition, coming ever from a 
friend of the president, that*the message was 
an electioueering device. It must still be con- 
sidered a presidential message. 

Mr. Hitt went into an exhaustive argument 
to show that article 29 of the treaty of 1871 had 
not been abrogated, and stated that last year 
the president had approved the Belmont bill, 
which contained an express recognition of 
the 29th article. President Cleveland 
thought last year that the 28th article was 
valid. When the house passed the retaliation 
act, great pains were taken to avoid infringing 
on the twenty-ninth article, and two nations 
had considered it as a strong and sound pledge 
of their mutual faith. Now comes the reveia- 
tion that it had died in the night, with all the 
world unconscious of the fact. It was evident 
from the remarks of the Canadian ministers 
that they had not heard the news from Wash- 
ington. But there was no necessity for resort- 
ing to any quibble to justify the action of con- 
gress in conferring retaliatory power on the 
president. The Canadian authorities had dis- 
regarded their obligations in regard to. transit 
in bond, and the obligation was not binding on 
the United States if it chose to assert its 
rights. 

The authority the ‘president asked he pos- 
sessed already, for the retaliation act gave him 
a vast and enormous power by which he might 
exclude not only Canadian vessels from our 

yorts and Canadian products from our country, 
but any goods coming from Canada of foreign 
production. 
THE HONOR MUST BE ASSERTED. 
Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, declared that 


the honor of the country must always be as- 


serted with that decorum which became her 
dignity. She was so strong that she might be 
forbearing without being suspected of cow- 
ardice, aud patient without insuring reproach 
of ignorance. It was in that spirit 
that the United States ought to treat 
Canadian people. It was the interest of both 
nations that their relations should be friendly. 
Perhaps the Canadians had mistaken patience, 
or, perhaps, the intense ignorance of the party 
in power in the dominion made it believe in its 
power to-drive hard bargains. However that 
might be, American citizens had been unjustly 
treated, and he favored the pending bill which 
gave the president the power to resent such 
treatment. 

Alluding to the suggestion that two years’ 
notice should be given to England of the pro- 
posed action as a matter of diplomatic courtesy, 
he gave utturance to the following epigram, 
- hich was received with applause and 

aughter: 

“The nearer a man approaches a diplomat 
inform the nearer he is to a fool, and the 
nearer h& approaches one in substance the 
nearer he is toa knaye.’’ 

He did not want, he said, to be more polite 
to the English than self-respect required. Her 
foot had been on every weak neck, She had 
pressed her interests by the brutality of force 
or the meanness of diplomacy, as the circum- 
stances: of the case required. Everywhero she 
She was a mon- 
pense money cnanger in God's temple of the 
earth.

punishing by a fine of not more than $1,000, or 
imprisonment for not more than three years, 
dealersand pretended dealers in counterfeit 
money, or other fraudulent devices, for using 
the United States mail. 

Mr. Townshend submitted the conference 
reporton the army appropriation bill. An 
agreement has been reached-on ali the amend- 
ments except those relating to the establish- 
ment of a gun factory and the manufacture of 
ordnance.

THE SENATES WORK. 


The Chinese Bill Discussed—Mr. Teller and 
r. Scott. 

WASHINGTON, September 4.—In the senate 
Mr. Culiom introduced a bill to declare trusts 
unlawful and had it referred to the committee 
on finance. After a desultory political de- 
bate, which lasted until 2:45, the senate re- 
sumed consideration of the house bill to pro- 
hibit Chinese immigration, and was addressed 
by Mr. Teller in support of the bill and defin- 
ing the distinction between the violation of a 
treaty and abrogating it in the manner here 
proposed. " 

Mr. Teller mentioned the remarkable fact 
thatthe bill had been passed by the house 
without reference to a committec, and that it 
had been introduced, not by a member of the 
committee on foreign affairs, . but by 
&@ man who in no sense and under no 
circumstances had a right to speak for 
American labor. As the senator from 
South Carolina, (Mr. Butler) had said yester- 
day with great frankness, the bill was a politi- 
cal movement. He did not find it stated in 
the Record that the bill had. been drawn in 
the office of the solicitor general, but he 
heard it so stated outside, and that it was sent 
down from the executive departnient -in hot 
haste, to be passed. ; 

It did not take much make men believe that 
there was something in the quick passage of 
the bill through the house more than a desire 
to protect American labor against the ineur- 
If he were to look over 
the house to select a man who would most fitly 
American people who toii, 
he would hardly ‘select the man who 
had sueceeded in getting that bill through the 
house in hot haste. He had only succeeded 
because he was a high priest in the demo- 
cratie church, and because he represented the 
president more than any other man in the 
democratic party. 

It was said of him, (Mr. Scott) that he had 
given ten times as much money to the demo- 
cratic campaign fand as the president bad 
given. He(Teller) did not know how true 
that was, but he knew that if that gentlemen 
chose to give $100,000 to the democratic cam- 
paign fund, hé had a right todoit. He was 
able to doit as he was _ said to have made mil- 
lions of dollars out of the laboring men of the 
country. 

In this connection Mr. Teller sent to the 
clerk’s desk, and had read, Mr. Scott’s autobi- 
ographical sketch in the congressional direc-~ 
tory. 

The presiding officer (Mr. Ingalls)—‘The 
chair takes occasion to remark that while it is 
indoubtedly in order to refer to t¥e acts of the 
other house of congress, generally, it is a vio- 
lation of the privilege to refer to the individ- 
ual character, or to the acts or conduct of the 
members of that body. It interferes with the 
absolute independence which ought to exist be- 
tween the two houses. And the chair thinks 
that perhaps this debate has already gone far- 
ther than itshould have gone. The general 
parliamentary law on this subject is so well de- 
fined that the chair thinks it unnecessary to 
aliude to it farther.’’ 

Mr. Teller—‘‘I will not address myself any 
farther to any member of congress, but to the 
person acting in other capacity—as a member 
of the democratic national committee.’’ 

At the close of Mr. Teller’s speech, the Chi- 
nese bill wentover without action, and the 
senate, after a short executive session, ad- 
journed.

A Macon Negro Shot by His Pur- 
suers. 
Two Nesro Brothers Quarrel—A Policeman 
is Called— Flight of the Negroes and 
a Tragedy in the Streets. 


Macon, Ga., September 4—[Special.]}—This 
afternoon at 4 o’clock, Earnest. Williams, co!- 
ored, entered Henry Hammond’s barroom and 
became involved in a dispute. Another ne- 
gro, Bill Williams, a brother of EKarnest’s, 
tried to make Earnest leave the bar and go 
home. Earnest drew a knife and tried to kill 
Bill, and.cut his coat.in several places. Ham- 
mond summoned Policeman Murphy. When 
the officer appeared both negroes’ ran off, Mr. 
Murphy pursuing. The race was a long dis- 
tance up several streets, Near Findlay’s foun- 
dry, the negroes separated. Officer Daniels 
now joined the chase, running after Bill, while 
Mr. Murphy pursued. Earnest. Mr. Daniels 
tired a pisto] twice to frighten Bill; but did not 
shoot at him. Mr. Murphy fired three times 
to frighten Earnest. The firing attracted a 
largecrowd of men, white and black, who 
joined in the chase. ‘Two more shots were 
fired at Earnest by citizens other tham polico- 
men. One of these shots struck Earnest im the 
back and entered his heart. He was near a fence 
at the time, and dropped dewn upon his knees 
and expired Thstantly. 

H{enry Johnson, a negro driver for Hendrix 
& Willingham, says he saw a white man with 
red hair, not a policeman, fire the bail that 
killed Earnest. The killing occurred on Third 

‘street, across the Atlanta railroad.

He stole a suit of 
clothes ajfew days ago. Sam Battle’said at the 
barracks tonight that Earnest Williams had 
carried a lot of stolen goods, a gold badge and 
silverware to the house of Simmons Jones, on 
Cox hill. The police will investigate. 

While Tom Maddox, colored. was going to 
work tonight at the Central City ice works, 
some one tried to waylay him and fired a ball 
which struck Maddox inthe fleshy part of his 
side, and ranged around towards the back, 
where it was cut out.

Which is right? 

In reference to the facts involved in the con- 
troversy between Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. 
Felton, Mr. C.J. Haden takes the witness 
stand. During the months of June and July 
he traveled in the British Islands in newspaper 
service, and gleaned information touching the 
tariff question from all accessible sources. 
He says: 

“At 54 Lionel street, in the city of Birming- 
ham, Warwickshire, England, I called on Mr. 
Edward C. Lilly, general secretary of the brass 
workers’ brotherhood. The Amalgamated 
Brass Workers association represents 25,000 
Jaborers in that industry in Birmingham alone, 
and move than halfof this number are full 
grown nen who have served out apprentice- 
ships. Lirmingham is the largest metal work- 
ing city in Great Britain, and the brass busi- 
ness is the mostimportant. Mr. Lilly said: 

“The average wages paid to an experienced 
and able bodied mechanic in our business is 
twenty-cight shillings a week, but ina recent 
arbitration case between ourselves and the 
association of employers, we submitted under 
oath am estimate of thirty shilling a week to 
be on the safe side. Thirty shillings in United 
States money is $7.20. The man who receives 
this pay, so our experts testified under oath 
from staiistics taken by themselves, has a fam- 
ily, and the average number constituting each 
of these families five— husband, wife and three. 
children. These workmen consider themselves 
in good fortane if they are able to enjoy meat 
once a cay, andthe greater number of them 
donot have it oftener than twice a week. 
Meat, as you know, is dearer in England than 
in America,and itis esteemed more as a lux- 
ury. ‘lle estimated expenses 

CLOTHING THE ENTIRE FAMILY, 
as set forth before the arbitration board, is 
eighty-four cents a week, or $43.68 for all the 
wearing apparel, including shoes and hats, for 
a family of five during the whole year. Of 
course, this buys just the coarsest and cheap- 
est, aud the least of it. ‘The wife does all the 
washing, ironing, cooking and sewing, and a 
great number of them earn money at outside 
work besides. It is impossible for these men 
to save any money, and not one of them owns 
Hise wi lling. In the evil day of sickness, or 
when, from any other cause, he is thrown out 
of employment, @member of the association is 
placed on the out-of-work list and is granted a 
emall weekly allowance drawn from the gen- 
eral fund, which is made up from regular dues 
levied pon all who are at work.

LIVING IN ENGLAND. 

“T went among the provision dealers of Bir- 
minghom and made inquiries about prices. I 
found beef and bacon a little higher than 
those ineafs in Atlanta, and mutton about the 
Same price. Flour retails for about the same 
in Birmingham as inthe United States, and 
vegetalies average about the same, some 
being higher, some lower. Theonly vegetable 
I can csi! to mind that was nisterially cheaper 
there than here was cabbage. I saw grapes 
retail'n< for seventy-five cents a pound. Tea 
and cofice are both higherin England than 
in tie United States, England charg- 
ing an import duty while ‘the United 
States aimits those articles free; 
My observation is that it costs about the same 
to feed a familyin England as in America, 
and the difference in grocery bills at the end 
of the month woul@be tritling.. I found that 
the shoe stores could not supply a working 
shoe as strong and durable as our American 
brogan for less than $1.75. While fine hats and 
fine shoes are from 20 to 35 per cent cheaper in 
England than in America, the lower grades 
differ very little in price. _In my conversation 
with Mr. Lilly we discussed comparative wage 
rates made by the two countries, and. Mr. 
Lilly conceded the fact that the American la- 
borer could live better, buying his clothes at 
American prices than the English laborer if 
the latter's wearing apparel was given him. 
It is easy to understand that a weekly allow- 
ance of £4 cents to buy all the clothing ofa 
family of five is a pitiful sum let the garments 
be ever so cheap.

The Important Things Done at the Confer- 
ence of the Republican Sub-Com- 
mittee Held at Macon. 

The sub-committee of the state central re- 
publican committee held a conference in Ma- 
con on Monday and decided several matters of 
importance. 

Colonel A. FE. Buck is chairman of the sub- 

committee, and A. E. Williams is the secre- 
tary. 
The result of the conference was the issuing 
of an an address to the republicans of Georgia, 
in which the following interesting points are 
embodied : 

In view of the peculiar circumstances 
of the times the committee decided by resolu- 
tion not to put out a ticket for state house offi- 
cers this year. 

It isstatedin the address that in many 

counties, inthe event of an honest election, 
there seems to be a fair opportunity to obtain 
republican members of the general as- 
sembly, in ether counties there is an 
Opportunity, perhaps, to co-operate im 
securing members of the legislature 
other than republicans, who will meet 
in some degree our demand for liberal appro- 
priations for the public schools, the repeal of 
the chaingang system, and for the support of 
well-directed legislation for the suppression of 
intemperance. 
Republicans are therefore urged to exert 
themselves to the utmost to secure such mem- 
bers by putting republican candidates in the 
field for representatives and senators in those 
counties where there is a fair prospect of elec- 
tion, and by supporting in other counties 
the opponents of the regular democratic 
nominees, who will carry out those 
measures which wili best subserve the inter- 
ests of the people. 

Every republican voter is requested to see to 
it that his taxes are paid preparatory to the 
discharge of such political duties. 

Kepublicans are advised to put out candi- 
dates for congress in those districts where none 
have been announced so far, and to earnestly 
support ail repnblican candidates for congress. 

The committee nominates the following 
electors inthe districts which have failed 
to present candidates for presidential electors:

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THE CROP REPORT. si 
The Kust, the Caterpillars and the Heavy 
Rains, 

Commissioner Henderson has completed his 
August crop report, which is synopsized as 
follows 

The conditions during the month wererather 
unfavorable than otherwise for the crops not 
already matured. The variable weather con- 
ditions that prevailed during the greater: part 
of July, and which were brought to a close by 
general rains during the last week of the 
month, were again resumed early in Angust, 
and prevailed as before until the last week in 
the latter month. No widespread disaster cf 
storm or tlood has occurred, yet the seasons 
were not such as to cause any material and 
general improvement in the prospects of either 
of the leading crops. The effect of the heavy 
rains of the first week of this month remain 
to be seen. 

The general average condition and prospect 
of the cotton crop bas fallen from 89 on the 
first of August to 85 on the first of September, 
a loss of four points. In north Georgia the re- 
duction was from $2 to 47; middle Georgia, &7 
to 8; southwest Georgia. 93 to 83; east Geor- 
gia, 80 to 79, and in southeast Georgia from 92 
to 91. This shows thatthe condition of the 
crop in soutwest Georgia has declined more 
than the aggregate reduction of the other four 
sections. This was due to the more general 
prevalence of rust, and at the same time the 
depredations of caterpillars. Drouth and rust 
are pretty generally assigned as the cause of 
injury throughout the state, though too much 
rain is noted in a few counties. On the whole, 
the crop in the state at large was three points 
better than at the same date last year, when it 
was 62 on the firstof September. The very 
heavy rains that have fallen throughout the 
siate since the date (September 1) to which 
these estimates refer, will doubtless very se- 
riously impair the quality of the cotton and 
somewhat reduce the yield of the crop. 

The prospective yield of the corn crop is two 
ints lower than the prospect one month ago. 
‘he dry weather severely injured the late corn 

in north Georgia, andto alimited extent in 
middle Georgia. The other sections show no 
change other than may be charged toa slight 
reduction of estimates after the fodder was 
pulled. 

The average for the state—93, is still higher 
than the estimate of July Ist, when it was 
thought that the crop promised to yield 
enough for all ‘‘home demands.” 

Sugar cane and sweet potatoes have yielded 
somewhat to the dry weather, and show a re- 
duction of condition and prospect of two points 
in the former and three in the latter, as com- 
pared with August 1. Tobacco has somewhat 
improved, showing an advance of three points. 

The reports indicate a falling off inthe num- 
ber of stock hogs as compared with last year, 
and their condition compared with an average 
at thisseason. The farmers of Georgia made 
less pork last year than the year before, and 
the probable supply the coming winter will be 
still. less. This means that the quantity of 
home raised pork produced this year in Georgia 
will be less than sixty per cent of what will be 
necessary next year.

The imprisonment of Judge Terry and 
"bis wife at San Francisco for contempt of 
court recalls to mind several interesting 
- ghapters in a strange history. 
Thirty years ago David. Terry was one of 
the supreme court judges of California, He 
was one of the most popular men in the 
state, and a bright political future lay be- 
fore him. For words spoken in debate he 
challenged Senator Broderick to fight a 
duel. Terry’s nerves were steady, his aim 
was unfailing, and it was his deliberate pur- 
pose to kill. Broderick fell dead, and his 
antagonist left the ficld expecting to be re- 
ceived as a conquering hero by his fellow 
citizens. Other successful duelists had been 
applauded, and he saw no reason why an 
exception should be made in his case. But 
the masses are fickle. They turned against 
Terry, just as they had turned against Burr 
when he killed Hamilton, and with equal 
inconsistency. 

From that evil day Terry’s good fortune 
deserted him. When he went before the 
people as a candidate they defeated him. 
It was impossible for him to mistake the 
public temper, and he gave up his aspira- 
tions, and devoted himself to his law prac- 
tice. Other lawyers grew famous “and 
wealthy, but he remained under the ban, 


and his investments failed to yield him a 


7 profit, Disaster after disaster came upon 
him. Jislibrary, worth $15,000, was de- 
stroyed by fire ata time when it was unin- 
sured. He married Sarah Althea Hill, the 
notorious adventuress, who had blackmailed 
the millionaire Sharon, and whose forgery 
of the marriage contract betweenthem was 
the other day exposed in its true colors by 
the judgment of the court. 

In his old age, Terry finds himself linked 
to this woman, and regarded by his fellow 
citizens as the partner of her crime. An 
impetuous outburst of rage—a mad flurry of 
revenge, and the ex-supreme court judge 
and his wife found themselves knocked 
down and beaten by a crowd of deputy 
marshals, and hustled off to jail.

Dr, Westmoreland took him to ‘his 
office, attended him, remained in the room 
constantly with him, breathing the air, 
heavy with the odorof the black vomit, 
When protested with for this unnecessary 
exposure of himself he replied: ‘‘If yellow 
fever cannot spread here, as I have declared, 
Iaminnodanger. If it can spread I have 
deceived the people and ought to die.’’

The Technological Schoo! Ready 
for Scholars. 


An Interesting Talk With Rev. Dr, Hop- 
kins on the Work of the New In- 
stitution—Other Notes. 


The technological school buildings have 
been oompleted, the academic building has 
been swept and garnished, the machinery is 
being put in the machine shop, and all of it 
has been received but three emery grinders. 
Everything wiil be ready for the boys on the 
3rd of October, and the boys will be there to 
begin work. What will the work be and how 
will it be done ? 

Dr. Hopkins said yesterday: 

“We will divide the time about half and half 
between brain and body. * Our prospectus 
gives an iden of the academic course 
which is especially strong in chemistry and 
physics, which forma ground work for the 
technical and mechanic arts. Our course in 
mechanical engineering will be very broad, 
and wili embrace a great deal that is included 
in civil engineering. In dividing a student’s 
time between the academic and mechanical 
departments we will try to arrange it so as to 
give him a good period of unbroken time on 
each. one, with periods of rest alter- 
nating. For — instance, a boy will 
becin work in the machine shop on Monday 
afternoon and work there allthe next morn- 
ing before he leavewit at all to take up astudy 
inthe academic department. iq will thus 
get a full day’s work in the mechanical depart- 
ment, broken only by the rest that comes at 
night. The next afternoon he will go to, the 
academic department and spenda day there 
with the interval of rest at night. By devot- 
ing a full working day of ten hours to each 
department before he leaves it, 
the boy will be able to accom- 
plish a great deal more than 
he would if his time were broken into bits to 
be distributed out among studies and work 
hours.”’ 

‘What time will. the boys begin werk ?” 

“We will have exercises in the chapel at 9, 
but in the mechanical department we may 
find it to advantage to begin work at 8. Speak- 
ing of the chapel it is a beautiful place, well 
worth coing out to see.”’ 

The technological school will make fully 
half of the physical apparatus. ‘‘When I went 
nerth to purchase the apparatus,’’ said Dr. 
Hopkins, ‘I had that in view and I went to 
all the leading manufacturers of apparatus and 
saw them make each machine that we will 
need to illustrate principles in physics. I was 
fitted for this undertaking by my first profes- 
sorship, which was the chair of physics. After 
doing this, in buying apparatus, I 
confined my purchases principally to 
those machines which were made of glass, ree 
serving to be made inthe machine shop those 
constructed of iron, steel or brass; for we can 
make them just as well as the manufacturers. 

“The business-like way in which this work 
will be done is an interesting feature of it. 
eThe order for the apparatus will be made out 
by the academic department and sent to the 
mechanical department, just as we would give 
an. order to Ritchie, or Queen & Co., or any 
other manufacturer of apparatus. The 
ratus will be made inthe machine shop, de- 
livered and charged to the academic depart- 
ment at the market price and credited to the 
mechanical department, which will have saved 
the school that much expense.”’ 

“Will you admit to the school, on payment 
of tuition, any other applicants bat those who 
come from the counties according to repre- 
sentation ?”’ 

“The admission is not dependent upon the 
payment of tuition. We will admit to exami- 
nation first those from the counties according 
to reyresentation. Afterwards if our capacity 
of 150 is not reached, we will admit any Geor- 
cia boy who will pass the examination satis- 
factorily.”’ 

‘Tt isintended to inaugurate in connection 
with the technological school a series of 
lectures like those in Baltimore, where 1,200 
workingmen subscribed fifty cents cach and 
got twelve lectures by professors of the Johns 
Hopkins university upon technical subjects 
most interesting to workipgmen.’”’ 

“The faculty will devote ‘itself first to 
the students, but that is a ood 
suggestion, a capital suggestion, and I hope 
you will ventilate it.” 

In regard to a library, Dr. Hopkins said: 


ry. The commissioners do not feel author 
ized to devote any of the appropriation to that 
purpose and I am at a loss to know how to get 
the books we want. We need technical refer- 
ence books, cyclopedia and books of that kind. 
Many gentlemen engaged in the manufacture 
or sale of machinery are abundantly supplied 
with the technical literature of their trades or 
arts and could supply the technological school 
with books or periodicals which it needs with- 
out inconvenience to themselves.”’ 

The workshops for brain and body are bet- 
ter to work in and better to look at than they 
are to describe, Forthose who can’t go and 
see them it may be said that the academic 
building stands on rising grounda hundred 
yards from North avenue, surrounded by 
young trees, with the mechanical building to 
the right as you approach. The portico is 
floored with variegated marble tiles, and the 
middie column in front is a shaft of pol- 
ished pink marble upon a_ turned base 
of variegated marbie which rests upon & gran- 
ite pedestal. The capital is carved white 
marble, unpolished. Entering, you look across 
the hall through the double door into the 
chapel on the other side of the building.: The 
chapel, like every other room in the building, 
is elegantly finished in oiled pine. It will seat 
about four hundred, and the acoustic proper- 
ties are good. 

There are seven other rooms on _ this floor, 
including the president’s room, which is pro- 
vided with a vault. There are eight large 
rooms on each of the two floors aboye, and in 
the basement there are rooms for the 
laboratory, From the tower there is a 
fine view of tho country on all © sides. 

The mechanical building, which is 270 feet 
long and 80 feet across at the widest part, has 
two stories, the upper devoted to wood- work- 
ing and the lower to iron working machinery. 

The drawing-room and office come first on 
the floor below, then the long machine shop, 
the engine-room, wash-room, blacksmith shop, 
foundry and brass foundry. 

“The most interesting thing I can tell you 
and the one which best illustrates the work of 
the miachine shop,” said Mr. W. F. Cole, who 
was sent out from the Worcester school to 
start the operations in the shop, “is that every 
machine we make will be sold in the open 
market. It will have a commercial value. 
There will be no play work, nothing made to 
destroy, nothing made for the sake of making 
it, but everything we make will have some 
real valne and will be placed on 
sale. The products will be every- 
thing from a jackscrew or a 
pipe flange to the most approved form of 
lathe. The school will cover the whole field 
of mechanical) operations, from designing 
machinery to rhaking patterns, making forg- 
ings and finishing the machinery in the shop.”

Iam opposed to any lease which will 
ranke this great highway but one link if a threugh 
line, owned, controlled and operated by persons or 
corporations not identified with the development of 
our state. It was constructed by the money of the 
people of Georgia, and no disposition thereof should 
be made which would render possible its use in any 
way detrimental to their interests . 

8. In the settlement to be had with the present 
lessees, upon the termimation of their lease, the 
terms of the contract should be strictly followed. 
Such improvements as they have put upon the rail- 
road property, which may be properly classed as 
fixtures, belong to the state. Under this head 
would fall the improved rails, bridges, depot 
buildings, ete. The fact that the properfy 
has been thereby rendered more yaluable, does not 
give to the lessees the right@es compensation there- 
for. The road was leased atthe minimum rental 
provided by the act of 1870, because it was then in 
bad condition, and it was anticipated that repairs 
and improvements were indispensable. Only such 
have been made as were necessary to the proper 
transaction of business by the lessees, and it is «@ 
fair presumption that they have been reimbursed 
therefor by the profits. Thecharacter and extent 
of such fmprovements were not prescribed or con- 
trolled by the state; the lessees only made such as 
their interests seemed to require, and] know of no 
rule of law or equity which would require the reo- 
ple of Georgia to pay for increased 
value which may have been iLhus 
incidentally added to their property. 

It is equally clear to me | come the state 
demand the return of any more rolling stock, or 
other personalty, than was turned over to the 
lessees. The same number of engines, cars, etc., as 
the lessees received, in equally good condition, 
must be returned—but no more, 

4. I favor strict control of all corporations doing 
business in this state, whether domestic or foreign. 
To my mind the greatest danger to American inst!- 
tutions, nationaland state, rests in the vast agere- 
gation of capitalin corporate control. There isno 
tyranny so oppressive as that of accumulaied capl- 
tal in the exercise of arbitrary power. 
This species of despotism can only be 
avoided and defeated by constant  watch- 
fulness and wise legislation. That people is the hap. 
piest where intelligence and wealth is most equally 
distributed, and legisiation should be so directed as 
to effect, as far as possible, this result. ‘The vote of 
the conservative legislator should be so used as to 
prevent menopolies, and special or class privileges, 
aii to destroy oppressive combinations. 

5. As to prohibition, I desire to reiterate and em- 
phasize what I have already said in interviews here- 
tofore published, This exciting matter should be 
removed from politics. I earnestly protest agninst

state or Hation, to the solutionjand determination of 
every question from the standpoint of its relation to 
prohiition or anti-prohibition. 

If temperance be admirable, and constitntessthe 
objective point which the prohfbitionists sare seek- 
ing to attain, I submit that the system of iocal 
option will give the best results. What may be the 
best policy for one county may not be advisable or 
effective in another. Wines and liquors, in my 
opinion, may properly be used in moderation 
for heakh or pleasure, and whilst I might, 
of my own accord, otally abstain in 
the hope that. others might possibiy be 
benefited thereby, yet if forced to such a course by 
general legislation, I should certainly feel that my 
personal liberty had been infringed. Lozically con- 
sidered, it would be as unreasonable fo force by law 
a total abstinence man todrink as to compel an 
anti-prohibitionist to refrain. [ shall support 
the local option Jaw, whether considered in refer- 
ence to absolute prohibition, or to the harrooms 
alone. My vote would be castagains! any state law, 
whether directed against the sale generally or only 
the retail trade, which did not provide as a eondi- 
tion precedent te its becoming operative, that it 
should first be submitted to the people of each 
county to be affected thereby. lLewgislation to be 
effective must be practical, and based upom a com 
prehensive consideration of human nature as we 
find it. The ideal republic is now as far from reali- 
zation as when Pilato wrote. Theorists and reform- 
ers are prone to the avocacy of extreme 
and impracticable §méasures. It is the 
conservative voter who steadily main- 
tains the equilibrium, The absolute 
prohibition of the sale of wines and spirituous liq- 
uors for any purpose isto me as unreasonable as 
unrestricted sale. 

Let us cease this agitation and turn onr attention 
to a united effort to build up and develop our state, 
section, county, and city. This community will 
never submit to the domination of any ring or fae- 
tion, as was clearly demonstrated in the last two 
elections under the local option law. Wise and 
conservative administration by municipal author- 
ities will render further agitation unuecessary. 

My vote, ifelected, will always be casi in aecord- 
ance with whatI conscientiously consider te be to 
the best interest of my constituents, with a 
full recognition of the right of the majority to con- 
trol. The policy advocated by such majority should 
not be hampered by iudirect opposition. 

Having stated my views upon what I conceive to 
be the leading questions now before the public, per- 
mit me to ask that those of you who deem me @ 
proper representative, attend the primary and give 
me yoursupport. Without votes, I cannct be nom- 
inated, no matter how earnestly you may favor my 
election. Will you evince sufficient interest in the 
matter to vote?
